THE IRISH GOLD MINES. 
i 

It appears from the Irish papers that Government have given their sanc- 
tion to the working of these mines, which have at various times excited the 
attention of mining adveotarers; aad we are led to believe, from information 
which we have reccived, that gold may be calculated \— being found in 
quantity. The historical aceoust of these mines show them to be of great 
antiquity, while Moore, in his ‘‘ History of Ireland,’’ carries their discovery 
and working back to an epoch eenturies before the Christian era; other 
| authorities show also that gold was found there long before America or its 
| mines were known to Earopeans, Subsequently, gold was found at various 
periods, but it is not on record that at any time they were worked with system. 
The tracings of ancient workings are discernible at intervals over the gold 
tract, but oll of a superficial character; the different revolutions and rebel. 
lions which afflicted Ireland having caused frequent disruption in the develop- 
ment of her miveral resources. About forty years ago Government commenced 
operations on a small seale under the management of commissioners (Messrs. 
Mille, Weaver, and Symes), when again the disturbances in that country 
| caused their suspension before the value could be developed, or any important 

discovery made; yet, notwithstanding an expensive system of working, but 
| little was lost in the experiment, as nearly all outlay was defrayed by the ore 
| produced. A compacy of infantry was then left to guard the mines, since 
the removal of which the couetry people have picked, from the stream that 
was previously washed over, upwards of 20,0001, worth of gold ; and all this 
| without any profit or rental whatever to the Crown. 
| Mr, Mills, one of the commissioners, aud who was one of the most scientific 
| and enterprising men of the day, we are given to understand frequently 
| offered high terms for these mines, as did aleo many other capitaiists, with 
| similar want of enceess, It is diffientt to explain wherefore they have been 
suffered to remain in on uaproductive state, 

The gold district extends over a space of ten —- miles, in a half circle, 
round the Croghan mountain; and gold has been found in the streams 
| flowing from the different springs which this district gives rise to. Every 
flood carries down some portions, to what is called the common stream, 
whither the peasantry used to sssemble to gather what they could, 

The statements of Mesers. Milis and Weaver, as reported in the “ Tran- 
sactions of the Geological Society,’ give little more than a detail of their 
workiogs under Government. They discovered no less than twenty-seven 
veins of quarts (chiefly the matrix of the gold) crossing the Ballindally 
stream, All these veins have been (ound to unite ia two or three large lodes, 
at a place called Moneyteigue, @ mile distant, which is the seene of the pre- 
sent discovery and works, One of these veins is stated to be feet wide.
